New Yorx, Nov. 20, —Several thousands
4l people filled the Brooklyn Eink this eveu-
ing for the purpose of a jubilation upon the
election of Cleveland and Hendricks and to
listen to speeches from the Vice President-
sleet, and from Rev. Henry Ward Beecher as
well, The buildings in the vicinity of the
rink wers illuminated, and bunting was
employed to attest the political sentimants
of some near-by dwellinga,

At 1 o'clock a band took possession of the
front stairs and the rink's doors wers
espened, and ball an hour later every sitting
place was occnpied; benches were brought
im from the neighboring prayver-meeting:
room, and they were filled as fast as pro-
duced, the ainies were rapidly filied, and the
open space before the platiorm was taken

oeseszion of by ladies who were unable to
Lnd chalrs,

Bhorily befors 8 o'clock the band entered
the building, and its place wea supplied by
pyrotechnica and burning tar and aocap bar-
rels, The armosphe re, whicn otherwise was
raw and inhospitible, became meilow and
more endurable as it was warmed by the
steadily increasing throng.

The Governor's Anvumnl EReport Gives a
| Glowing Account of Iis Frosperjty and

Its Prospects,
Wasmisoros, D. 0., Nov. 24— Watson
Bquire, Governor of Washinton Territory, in

his annual report, says the manufacturing
industries of the Territory have attained a
bighly tifying degree of improvement,
that of lumber taking the lead. In many
cazes Indians are engaged in prosperously
cultivating the svll and 1t is believed the sys
tem of alloting a suitable quantity of land
to them, in severalty, can and ought fo be
encouraged. If they could be induced to
concentrate and altogether abandon certain
reservations it wounld conduce much to the
development of the Territory, by the setftle-
ment and culiivation of large traocts of val-
uable lands that are now unproductive,

Libel,

Loxpox, Nov, 21.—A notewortby llbel
case waa begun today.

eridge, son of Lord Chief Justice Coleridge.
